New York Herald-Tribune. 


The Herald, founded by James Gor- 


don Bennett in 1S35, was sold Monday 
by Frank A. Munsey to Ogden Reed, 
owner of the Tribune, for a consider- 
ation not disclosed with the proviso 
that the'name Herald be perpetuated 
in the merged property. 


In the. vein's of the Herald-Tribune 


will flow the blood of five newspapers 
The Recorder, purchased by tha Tri- 
bune years ago. the Press, which Mr. 
Munsey consolidated with the 
Sun: 


the Sun which be merged with the 
Herald, and the Herald and the Tri- 
bune. 


Mr. Reid and Mr. Munsey published 


statements agreeing: that Mr. Munsey. 
failing to buy the Tribune, sold th» 
Herald in pursuance of his economic* 
policy that more than one newspaper 
making similar appeals should not t"» 
published in one community. 


Mr. Munsey now owns two New 


York evening papers. Last summer 
he bought, and merged the Globe -with 
the Evening Sun and in January he 
bought and consolidated the Mail with 
his Telegram. I^n-st Sunday the Tele- 
gram ceased Sundav publication.

speech the other night at Kenosha. Pre- 
sumably he is speaking for the state ad- 
ministration. He is not a -candidate for 
federal office, yet it is a peculiar fact 
that his speech was addressed almost en- 
tirely to national questions. He spoke at 
length on the scandals 
afflicting the 


stand-pat Republican 
organization 
at 


•Washington. 
The troubles down there 


are. of coxtrse. a handy subject for po- 
litical oratory, but what the people oE 
Wisconsin would like to hear from Mr. 
Blaine we imagine is a discussion of state 
government, especially the record of the 
last legislature and the investigations of 
alleged scandals at the state capital that 
were rigidly suppressed.

"We had a wonderful time in the 


Samoan islands. I tbJnk I saw as 
much of them as any white man has 
ever seen. 
While at Upolo, I went 


on a trip with the New Zealand gov- 
ernor and visited native villages along 
the shores. AVe ere feted in each vil- 
lage. AVe lived in their grass huts and 
I was able to get pictures of some of 
tHelr celebrations that have never been 
photographed before. I stayed in Apia 
several weeks and went to Pago Pago 
where I made- two trips—one to the 
Manua group where we lived with the 
natives for a week. The Samoans on 
the^e islands appear to be far ahead 
of the others, because the white man 
very rarely gets to Manua. 


"Our next atop will be Noumea. AVe 


will spend a week or two there get- 
ting the final touches for the real 
adventure. For we intend to go from 
these to New Guinea where, we hope 
to ascend the Fly river for about 600 
mlle-3. AVe realize, that we are taking 
a long chance, as five expeditions have 
gone up rthis river, and not a man 
has returned from them.
